AUTHORITY AND DUTIES OF 
THE PASTOR 





J. S. Llewellyn, Editor and Publisher. 


The revolt from priestly op- 
pression as manifested in the 
hierarchical and some other 
communions has had a_tend- 
ency to create a degree of inde- 
pendence in Christians not of 
those bodies which border on 
anarchy. The fact of pastoral 
authority is found in the New 
Testament. “And we _ beseech 
you brethren, to know them 
which labor among you and are 
over you in the Lord and admon- 
ish you.” 1 Thes. 5:12. “Let the 
elders that rule well be counted 
worthy of double honor, espec- 
ially they who labor in the werd 
an ddoctrine.’ 1 Tim. 5:17. 
“Obey them that have the rule 
‘over you, and submit yourselves: 
for they watch-for your souls as 
they that must give account, 
that they may do it with joy 
and not with grief:” Heb. 13:17. 
The ruling functions of elders 
applies to a special pastor who 
has a special measure of the 
elder’s responsibility. Authority 
must be given and so recognized 
in an equal measure with re- 
sponsibility. If elders get their 
responsibility from God an‘ 
from the congregation and offi- 
cials responsible for their selec- 
tion then the conferring of a 
corresponding degree of author- 
ity is implied. Pastors should be 
esteemed very highly, not mere- 
ly according to their personal 
merits, but for their works’ sake 


‘and because of the responsible 


position to which they have 
been selected, thus respecting 
and maintaining the diginity of 
the sacred position that he oc- 
cupies. 

Having received the double 
authority from God and_ the 
church he _ thereby becomes 
the chief authority and overseer 
of all the activities of the 
ckurch. As the rule of Christ 
over men is not of the driving, 
compelling kind, but rather a 
rule by love, so must the fund:- 
mental rule of the pastor be. 
He must not arrogate to himself 
anything like priestly lordship 
over God’s heritage, but be an 
ensample to his flock.

There is nothing 
that gives the pastor so much 
influence as unreserved and 
deep consecration to the work 
of the Lord and the work of the 
church. This influence is the 
highest type of ruling power. 
Sweet fellowship is stronger 
than force; genuine love is bet- 
ter than law. 

The pastor is the executive 
head of an influential and im- 
portant organization. He is tc 
be considered the  exofficio 
member of all business boards 
or committees. He is the director 
of the public worship; he is to 
preside at all business confer- 
ences. He is the chief instru- 
ment through which the Spirit 
works directing the devotional 
services. He is sometimes held 
responsible for the song service 
and is also the shepherd and 
teacher of His church. His con- 
stant concern is to guide, care 
for.and instruct His flock. His 
business is not to prepare beau- 
tiful essays or sermonetts, cut 
and dried, dipped and dyed, but 
rather to point to the way of life, 
to warn them of the pitfalls of 
satan. It is his duty to feed the 
flock and not shear them; ten- 
derly care for the little lambs 
and not beat and bruise them. 

Cooperation with the Pastor. 

The pastor in a sense is the 
servant of the church. Yet the 
membership should not merely 
regard him as this only, but 
should cooperate with him in 


everything possible to ad- 
vance the interest of the 
chureh. All should attend 


the public services as regu- 
larly as possible and do_ their 
part in what is assigned to them. 
A member should be very care- 
ful about speaking hurtful criti- 
cisms of the pastor. To destroy 
the esteem of the people for 
him is to destroy his usefulness 
among them and thus impend 
the progress of the church. 
Rather they should seek to in- 
crease the esteem of others for 
his work’s sake. A pastor meets 
many discouragements. Words 
of sympathy and _ appreciation 
of his service are very proper.

While in West Frankfort, IIL, 
I saw the effect of a mighty 
hurricane. I stood in the wake 
of that hurricane and with a 
feeling of awe I said, what a 
mighty and all-powerful God is 
He with whom we have to deal. 

While at Nassau I saw the ef- 
fects of the mighty hurricane 
that rose from the ocean. They 
told me that it was something 
serious. It makes me think of 
the statement in Jonah 1:4. The 
Lord sent out a great wind into 
the sea, and there was a mighty 
tempest in the sea, so that the 
ship was like to be broken. 
Again I will say does the Lord 
have anything to do with the 
storms, hurricanes and floods? 
We find in Job 28:10, 11, He 
cutteth out rivers among the 
rocks; and his eye seeth every 
precious thing. 

He bindeth the floods from 
overflowing; and the thing that 
is hid bringeth he forth to light. 
But sometimes he lets the flood 
break over. Does He turn away 
and just let it go? No, He jumps 
right in the centre of the flood 
and rides, doubtless for a protec- 
tion to his saints. Listen, The 
Lord sitteth upon the flood: yea 
the Lord sitteth king forever.— 
Ps. 29:10. 

It was marvelous how God 
protected his true saints during 
the hurricane at West Frank- 
fort, many of them praised God 
and talked in tongues while it 
was going on. Also at Miami 
while the ocean was roaring 
and the waves were running 
out over the city and the wind 
was carrying away hundreds of 
buildings and killing hundreds 
of people, the saints of God 
were wonderfully protected, 
doubtless God rode right up be- 
side His saints and _ shielded 
them. 

A remarkable incident was re- 
lated to me. A certain man took

Many ships were broken in 
that mighty hurricane. I saw 
very large ocean ships out on 
dry land. In deed it was a _ ter- 
rible affair. Thousands prayed 
and made resolutions, but I am 
sure from general observation 
many have forgotten. 

Some may try to console 
themselves that we are so far 
from the ocean that we need 
not fear. My brother, God does 
not necessarily need an ocean 
to ride upon, he rides upon the 
floods at any place. At Psalm 
93. The Psalmist starts out by 
saying, The Lord reigneth. He 
acknowledges God the master 
of every situation, then he 
comes to the thought that made 
him acknowledge the Lord’s 
rule over the earth, he says, 
“The floods have lifted up, O 
Lord, the floods have lifted up 
their voice; the floods lift up 
their waves.” The voice here is 
the roaring of the waters. Now 
see Psalm 46:2, 3, 4. Therefore 
will not we fear, though the 
earth be removed, and though 
the mountains be carried into 
the midst of the sea; Though 
the waters thereof roar and be 
troubled, though the moun- 
tains shake with the swelling 
thereof. There isa river, the 
streams whereof make glad.

port in order that he may be 
free from worldly cares. A min- 
ister can’t do his best as a pas- 
tor if he must engage in secular 
work for the support of himself 
and family. Neither should his 
support be given in a “hit and 
miss,” or at irregular times. The 
church, or those having such 
matters in charge, should fix 
the amount necessary for a gen- 
erous support and hold itself 
obligated by every Christian 
honor for the payment of the 
amount regularly and at the 
time it is supposed to be paid; 
to fail to do so is unjust to him 
and to the church. To neglect 
this is calculated to bring un- 
necessary embarrassment to the 
pastor and dishonor to the 
church. Every member should 
tithe their net income and pay 
it into the church treasury and 
thus become the happy recipi- 
ent of the uncontainable bless- 
ing awaiting those whowillthus 
obey. The treasurer should pay 
the pastor the agreed amount 
and if there is any surplus it 
should be retained for the sup- 
port of other ministerial help or 
until such time as the income 
may not be sufficient to pay the 
pastor. Such times come in most 
every local church due to some 
of the membership being tem- 
porarily out of employment. The 
treasurer should be dilligent and 
not slothful in business, make 
his disbursements properly and 
regularly according totheagree- 
ment and accepted government 
of the church, sending the 
tithes of tithes to the General 
Treasurer at headquarters, pay- 
ing the pastor his portion, the 
state overseer his portion and 
every other duty assigned to 
him, then be fervent in _ spirit 
serving the Lord. 

The pastor, board of deacons, 
financial committee and the en- 
tire membership lovingly and 
heartily cooperating together 
will bring about that degree of 
success that will be appreciated 
by one and all and God will be 
glorified, His son exalted, the 
Holy Ghost honored, the church 
will be blest until they will not 
have room enough to receive it.

Upon this rock I will build my 
church and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it. 
Matt. 16:18. Some think the 
church is invisible but may God 
help us to see the truth. 


Six days after Jesus told the 
disciples about building His 
church on a certain rock, Peter, 
James and John were with Him 
on a high mountain and He was 
transfigured and talked with 
Moses and Elias. Peter no doubt 
had the thoughts of the church 
in his mind when he said to Je- 
sus, “Lord it is good for us to be 
here, if thou wilt let us make 
here three tabernacles; one for 
Thee, one for Moses and one for 
Elias.”” While he yet spake be- 
hold a bright cloud overshadow- 
ed them and a voice out of the 
cloud which said, This is my be- 
loved Son in whom Iam _ well 
pleased; hear ye Him. Matt. 17:- 
4, 5. ‘And other sheep I have 
which are not of this fold: them 
also I must bring and they shall 
hear my voice and there shall 
be one fold and one shepherd.” 
John 10:16. “But now in Christ 
Jesus ye who sometimes were 
afar off are made nigh by the 
blood of Christ. For He is our 
peace who hath made both one 
and hath broken down the mid- 
dle wall of partition between us; 
having abolished in His flesh 
the enmity, even the law of 
commandments contained in 
ordinances; for to make in him- 
self of twain one new man, so 
making peace: and that He 
might reconcile both unto God 
in one body by the cross having 
slain the enmity thereby; and 
came and preached peace to you 
which were afar off and to them 
that were nigh.” Jesus taught 
oneness. 

While Jesus’ words about His 
church and the voice speaking 
out of the cloud were yet fresh 
in the disciples’ minds, Jesus 
said some other things; “And if 
he shall neglect to hear them 
tell it unto the church; but if he 
neglect to hear the church lev 
him be unto thee as an. heathen 
man and a publican. Matt. 15:37. 
That should be enough to con- 
vince those who say the church 
is an_ invisible institution. 
“Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ who 
hath blessed us with all spirit- 
ual blessings in heavenly places 
in Christ; according as He hath 
chosen us in Him before the 
foundation of the world that we 
should be holy and_ without 
blame before Him in love: Hav- 
ing predestinated us unto the 
adoption of children by Jesus 
Christ to himself according to 
the good pleasure of His_ will. 
Eph. 1:3, 5. That in the dispen- 
sation of the fullness of times 
He might gather together in one 
all things in Christ, both which 
are in Heaven and which are on 
earth; even in Him. Eph. 1:9,10. 
We see that even before the 
foundation of the world we were 
chosen in Christ Jesus that we 
might be adopted into the fam- 
ily of God and be a holy people 
and that in the fullness of times 
we might be gathered together 
INTO ONE. 

But ye are come unto Mt. 
Sion and unto the city of the 
living God, the heavenly .‘erusa- 
lem, and to an imnumerable 
company of angels. To the gen- 
eral assembly and church of the 
firstborn which are written in 
Heaven and to God the judge of 
all and to the spirits of just men 
made perfect. Heb. 12:22,23. We 
should all realize that when we 
enter the church we are walk- 
ing on holy ground. No doubt 
if more of us could realize this 
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we would exceedingly fear and 
quake as Moses did on the 
mount. That is where the angels 
meet with the earthly beings to 
worship God. That is where God 
meets with us and this is the 
place Paul refers to as heavenly 
places in Christ Jesus. “And 
that He might reconcile both 
unto God in one body by the 
cross; having slain the enmity 
thereby: For through Him we 
both have access by one spirit 
unto the Father. Now therefore 
ye are no more strangers and 
foreigners but fellow citizens 
with the saints and of the house- 
hold of God and are built upon 
the foundation of the aposties 
and prophets; Jesus Christ him- 
self being the chief corner stone, 
in whom all the building fitly 
framed together groweth unto 
an holy temple in the Lord; in 
whom ye also are builded to- 
gether for an habitation of God 
through the Spirit. Eph. 2nd 
chapter. For this cause I bow 
my knees unto the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ of whom the 
whole FAMILY in Heaven and 
earth is named. Eph. 3:14, 15.
